CHAMPAGNE FACTORY. 


The American Wine Company makes a 
champagne that is becoming world-wide in 
its excellent celebrity. We visited the fac- 
tory. Nothing but the pure juice of the 
grape is used. A million and a half of bot- 
tles are now in process of preparation. For 
six months the wine is kept fermenting in 
large casks. It is then bottled and goes 
through another six months process in the 
bottle. The wine vaults were deep into the 
cellar, there being three or four tiers of (hem. 
Here the bottles are in succession placed, 
cork downwards. Not a ray of sunlight 
penetrates these subterranean, roomy vaults, 
with their precions vintage. Little narrow 
passage ways are left thtongh the huge stacks 
of bottles. You tramp through them with 
torches. They drip with water, and are raw, 
damp and cold. In these dark,wet dungeons 
lies the alchemy that transmutes the muddy, 
tasteless, pulpy uninviting juice of the grape 
inta the spurkling, erystal, glorious cham- 
pagne. 

It is a bong, painful, expensive ordeal 
through which t ia delicious wine goes be- 
fore it reaches its splendid perfection. 
The Catawha is the champagne grape. At 
a cetfain temperature the bottles burst. 
The loss from this can e is from two to four 
per cent. It was quite a warm day that we 
visited the factory, and the bottles were 
bursting every few moments with a sharp 
expression. The hands were busy moving 
them to the next cellar, which is colder, 
shaking each bottle as it was removed. Each 
bottle is carried through every cellar until it 
has worked to its finished condition, when 
it is packed io cases and shipped over the 
world. 

No more delightful champagne is made. 
It has a delicious flavor of the grape that 1 
never tasted in any other wine. It is really 
being imported to France, the land of cham- 
pigoe, and is esteemed a luxury there. Five 
hundred cases of it this year went to Japan. 
I¢ is sold for only twenty dollars a case by 
retail.
